2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-10 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest U.S. Pat No. 
2 199 549 (Saunders) discloses a valve body (1), cavity (10), a retaining cap (13), a central bore 6), an inlet (the right side of housing 
1), an'outlet (the left side of housing 1), a valve seat (2), a plunger (15), a spring (44), and a seal (3) but lacks the spring disposed in 
the outer region surrounding the bore. 

Claims 1-10 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
